lL. Lhave invested the subject of the acquisition of a P2V for bailment 
to in connection with an ORD requirement.

As a matter of fact, 
you might be interested to know that Kelly Johnson did the engineering 


on the jet engine package for the P2V. 


b. The aircraft in question can be loaned indefinitely to us by 
Navy without charge. Obviously, we would have to pick up the balance 
for actual operating costs. The loan to this Agency would be under
